SUBUECT: FORMAL CQWLAINT AGAINST Liang Shuang (Monica Liang), Manager 
for Chins region, IEDC 

We wish to lodge a forma; complaint against an employee in your Department of Commerce 
:TEDO, Ms. Liang Shuang (Monies Liang), Manager for China region, IEDC. 

"■We" includes; (!) Guo Lingiing (Ms. Lingiing Guc), Deputy Director of the Enterprise Credit 
and Guarantee Evaluation Center of the China International Cooperation Association of Small 
and Medium Enterprises (CICASME) an organization of the State-Owned Assets Supervision 
and Administration Commission of the State Council (SASAC), People's Republic of China 
(PRC); and (2) Yin Miao (Ms. Miao Yin)/ Director of that same Center of CICASME, SASAC, 
PRC. Essentially,, our function is administrative in nature, assisting small (300+ employees) 
and medium-Sized (2,000-10,000 employees) Chinese enterprises wishing to invest or trade 
overseas, so we act as a gatekeeper for that function, in order to protect SMEs from 
imprudent overseas operations. 

J (Guo Lingiing) personally first met Monica in December 200S when I 'was taking a CICASME 
business delegation visiting Indiana. Monica was an employee of Marion City end she assisted 
us with attending business activities there. We became acquainted and I told her how much 
our organization wanted to get into US and how our members had the resources, but not the 
connections or acquaintanceship with US officials or practices, to potentially make 
investments in the US. She introduced us to her then boyfriend, a property developer, and 
asked us to help buyers from China to purchase his properties. 1 frankly told her it wouid be 
difficult for Chinese individuals to merely buy real estate and suggested to her to 
consider using American immigration policy Ei35 to inject relevant business interests into 
purchases, in order that the purchasers might receive added value in the form of immigration 
opportunities. At that point of time, we had already established business relationships with 
several other, mostly large, states and cities in the US and we were looking at a "smaller" 
state in the middle west as an option, particularly with regard to immigration for our client 
■businesses. We especially needed help in that resoecL 

Nothing much happened from Monica's side and she failed to provide us with the business 
information on Indiana that we requested. However, in November of last year (2010), Monica 
came to Beijing along with the Mayor of Marion, Mr, Seybold. We made ail necessary 
arrangements for them to visit several organizations including the real estate investor's 
training facilities at Peking University. During this trip, Monica told us that they had arrived as 
member of the large Indians Governor's official delegation that had previously been to 
Shanghai and Hangzhou, that this was an * after -trip business excursion", end she would 
shortly be working in an official capacity for the Indiana State government as its special 
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advisor/China manager. She advised us that the State of Indiana would set up an office in 
China and she would be appointed as the manager or that office. She also repeatedly hinted 
to us she was well connected politically because she was in an intimate relationship with the 
Chairman of Republican Party of Indiana, She advised that the Chairman was "super rich", 
owned two large biotechnology companies and was the largest campaign contributor of 
Governor Daniel's election. As she put it that meant' it was no problem for us to meet 
Governor Daniel when we next visit Indiana, 

In iate February (2011), Monica sent me a notice and advised us that she has been officially 
appointed to be the Special Assistant to the Secretary of Commerce for Department of 
Commerce (IEDC) and she was now acting on behalf of Indiana, so she needs our 
support. (See attachment 1 - letter of appointment signed by Mr, Mitch Roob, as Secretary of 
Commerce and IEDC director). Our director (Ms. Yin's superior) was a little suspicious when 
he was shown this appointment document. He pointed out such a letter should have effective 
date and description of duties; he felt it is not very "formal". It also had Monica's name in 
Chinese characters and the English seemed a bit awkward, referencing "for Chinese relations" 
rather than "for China relations". I ignored it completely and convinced my director that 
maybe Indiana is a small and relaxed State, that it has its own system; "apparent" 
informalities by Chinese standards should be respected. I was keen to do business, since we 
have many more business clients with money to invest than we had recognized and approved 
opportunities for them to put their money. I was happy for Monica and was looking forward 
to quickly developing our business relationship. 

On March 4 th and 5 th , Monica came to China alone as the official representative for the 
Indiana State government, passing out business cards listing her new official position (See 
attachment 2, scanned copies of business cards). In that capacity, we arranged two official 
visits for her at Zhonglian Urban and Rural Development Research Center and China 
International Cooperation Association of Smail and Medium Enterprisesa respectively. She 
received a warm welcome and both organizations published her visit on their respective 
websites (h.ttp;.//w\v.w.cn.dua.,cn and 
http://ww^ Note the 

following links from those websites show pictures of Ms. Monica Liang at those organisations. 
During this visit, she spent a substantial amount of time introducing a project that involved a 
nursing facility for retired and disabled soldiers in Marion, Indiana. She requested us to get 
Chinese investors to jointly build this facility, She assured us it was Indiana government- 
supported, a safe investment, EB5 immigration guaranteed and with high return for the 
capital invested. 

We became enthusiastic and our communications with Monica became active. We also 
started to introduce our China-based clients to her and help her to structure business plans 
for their projects and for other possible cooperative projects. However, we noticed all our 
communications were focused on investment through a company called China North America 
Investment Group LLC and Monica rarely mentioned the State of Indiana. We were eager to 
get co-operation programs going between China and Indiana but we stiil questioned her. 

At first, Monica tried to say the project was for the State but eventually told us it was a 
company she registered after she returned from China in November of 2010 (see 
attachment 3 - certificate of organization for China North America Investment Group LLC 
["China North American"]). She quickly assured us by further explaining that China North 
American was a company that had full support of the Indiana government because several of 
the state's prominent politicians were also shareholders in the company. Due to the "political 
sensitivity", they could not be named publicly, so she "was representing them to handle all 
business affairs [regarding China North American]", 
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Observing our confusion, she qurcrcly provided us a \&V:.w from the. Parian Olty development 
office demonstrating official political suppon for this pro)ec: {se* attachment 4 ■ letter from 
Darrsn ^oae. Marion City), Wc went on Co ^sk which politicians wers involved in hsr 
company and she sent us a iist of ''govern merit supporting" individuals for her company 
attachment 5, her email to us dated April 14, 25li, Mote that your name is on the top of the 
list. Seeing these documents, we were very muc.-: at .-ast and were >n full supportive in our 
assistance with her [our] clients. 

Hsr efforts in attracting investment to Irrcipna aliegedry under the category of EBS 
immigration continued; we rendered her our f jfl support by introducing a number of wealthy 
Chinese business owners to her, including: (a) Mr, Ao from Inner Mongolia; ano-(?) Hewn 
Zhong Yuan Company. After alt, her projects seems to be sxdusively based or promised 
(guaranteed) immigration, instant nuit:i;>!a rs-entry US visas for investors, and guaranteed 
principal investmenv return with at 'east a 10% annual neturn, Again, my director reminded 
ms that it sserns all Monica's communications are for her own business and nc emails evei 
came from the government website where she was supposed to be working. J overlooked 
these irregularities and assured hin* all was OK. 

In early June, this year- I accompanied Mr, Song Xinil, Secretary General of CICAS-ME? to visit 
the US and we r.ad the honor to meet with you- Monica :oic us shs had arranged the 
meeting (as she promised earlier), so 1 further believed her bona ?des and trusted she was 
tryly very well connected polfticalh/ even tncjugh ] often had reservations a5 to he- business 
Mhavkir and business acumen. 

For this; visit, we planned to sign a Memorandum of Understanding (MOU, agreement) 
beween our organization and IE DC, but Monica stopped it snd requested it be signed- when 
she came to Beijing with Secretary Roob at the end of June; we agreed. China Zhonglian 
Urban & Rural Development Research Center wanted to work with the State of Indiana and 
drafted en MO J. Konica demanded Lo Iwe her terms and conditions, arid we eblicee. She 
demanded us to give her the contact details of organizations such as Tai Cang City[an urban 
City council in the Greater Shanghai area wanting to establish a high-tech industrial park in 
Indiana] and Shandong University of Science and Technology |> planned collaborator with 
Purdue University]. We hesitated abojt letting her deal directly with our clients. 

However, upon my return w Beijing, Mr. Ao r the Inner Mongolian businessman wc referred to 
Monica earlier, told us excitedly that he had become friends with Monica, who would af range 
for Mr. Roob to meet with him personally in Beijing in late June, He also told us 
chat Monica talked him into Investing in Chins fvorth America and he had, as requested by 
Mom:* f transferred US$ 50,000.00 into Monica's personal account in the US for that 
purpose. The tote! investment hs will be making into China North America Investment Group- 
LLC is expected to be Slve million US dollars {US$30,OQO,O0O.on) wheie he will be this 
company's 20% shareholder. Wg understand the bank transfer receipt is new in the hands of 
Mr Ad's lawyer. We feel Mr Ao is making Hi is investment based upon Monica's fraudulent 
misn^resentelions that: (a) those politicians listed h attachment 5 wera covennrrers in the 
project and success was virtually guaranteed; (b) her promise* of" getting American green 
cards for him arte his family; and (c) returns of certain very high amounts wou d result to 
investors. W e lecornmend your offi^or^ac^^^ lawyer, Mr. Wang Yuanheng at ■ 
^^^■1 or Mr. Ao Yuqi at ^ff^^^S^ directly to get details. Please sec 
attachments 6 (a) and 5 (bj, these being emails in Chines**, from Monies to Mr Ao regarding 
xxproject Investment), 

At that point of time (earfy June, the 8 th or 9 th }, tacamc very suspicious of Monica and we 
started to feel serious; y concerned. Severn days lai'ftr, when we wera communicating with 
Monica and assisting her rn making arrangements Tor Mr. Roob's business itinerary in 
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late June, we told her that the Zhong Yuan Company in Henan Province that we introduced 
to her earlier wanted very much to meet with Mr, Rood as they are keen to work with 
Cummins and had the plan and capital to build a testing facility. Monica sent us an emaii on 
the 14th of June, stated "if Zhong Yuan is sincere, have them transfer RMBY50,000 Yuan 
[about USD8000.00] into my account and I will make arrangement immediately". She 
provided her personal bank account and transfer details in this email (see attachment 7 - 
email from Monica to us dated 14th June, 2011), 

We immediately realized the seriousness of the matter. As we know Monica worked for 
Indiana government, how could a public servant demand payment for making normal 
business arrangements? Clearly, Monica's "lining her own pockets" with money extorted from 
Chinese businesses wishing to do business with Indiana is wrong, morally, ethically and 
legally. We consulted our legal consul and he told us to be extremely careful and cease 
communicating with her. We did. But out of courtesy, we still assisted Monica and Roob's 
visit by arranging meetings with the Ministry of Human Resources and Social Security. We 
were hesitant to sign any MOU with Secretary Roob while he was visiting Beijing this past 
week, but we did so as we did so, in an effort to avoid an apparent insult to Secretary Roob 
and his delegation. After ail, if the problems were merely Monica's, he and the Indiana state 
government should not be slighted. 

It is also while Secretary Roob was visiting this week that we had a huge shock when we 
met Tracy Belcher and Joe Yuan, two members of your lovely staff from State Office in 
Beijing. Throughout the time we were dealing with Monica, we asked on many occasions if 
the State of Indiana had a representative office in China. She repeatedly told us "No" and 
that she was the only representative for the State of Indiana. Then suddenly last month, she 
admitted there "was a company in China that does some work for Indiana but that company 
is doing a bad job and the state is very upset about it, so the state was going to set up an 
office in China and she would be the manager". She went on and told us that the quicker we 
could help her to make substantia! business achievements by attracting investors to Indiana, 
the faster she could have such an office in China. 

Gov. Daniels, we have signed a cooperation agreement. As per that agreement, we have 
already arranged 20 executives in place, ready to go to the US, to explore opportunities to 
advance agriculture business between China and Indiana. However, we have stopped this 
initiative. We feel it is morally wrong to work with someone like Monica and we are 
extremely worried. Are these twenty businessmen to be extorted to pay money to obtain 
Indiana state support for their investment endeavors? 

Given our concern, we feel that despite signing an MOU with IEDC on 28 June 2011, we 
cannot assist Indiana so long as Monica is an IEDC employee, as her unethical behavior has 
caused our clients to question our integrity and damaged our reputation. We also feei 
strongly that it is a damaging situation for the image of the State of Indiana. No decent 
companies will deal with a state with an employee like Monica representing it and behaving in 
such a dishonest and unprofessional fashion, 

We consider that Indiana-China relations are imperiled unless Monica is 
investigated and terminated. 

I believe we have provided you with adequate information and evidence for your office to 
conduct an investigation. We would like this matter be resolved satisfactorily and 
expeditiously, so that we can resume normal business relations without delay. 

We apologize for bothering you, the state's highest elected official, but we trust you 
appreciate our concerns. Once the investigation is concluded and a decision is made, we 
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would appreciate it if the report could be sent to us and some of our clients directly, as we 
cannot afford to be forever responsible for what Monica caused for our clients,

1 am excited to work with you and your team in your twelve-million dollar 
redevelopment vision for the majority of the commercial west side of the Grant 
County Courthouse Square. It is a fascinating and very worthy project. My office 
and the office of Mayor Seybold believe your concept of merging of four or more 
buildings, re-facing, beautification, and creation of a skywalk over the western 
alleyway for mixed-use residential and commercial purposes is exactly what that 
location is in need of. 

This is a significant development that will have a dramatically positive effect on 
Marion and Grant County. Because of the size of this proposal, I am confident in 
offering you the following incentives from the City: 

Tax increment financing is the most lucrative incentive any community in the state 
of Indiana can offer and I believe this project to be worthy of such a commitment 
from The City, My office conservatively projects that upon completion of this 
project, if done to the high level of sophistication and quality you have presented, 
upon completion, the properties wouid have a combined value at, or near your 
projected investment. At such an assessed value of twelve million dollars, your 
property tax burden would raise by roughly four-hundred thousand-dollars a year. 

In this model of incentivizing this project, the real tax dollars from new increment 
can be reverted to your project on an annualized basis for a period of twenty years. 
Over the course of that term, assuming no change in assed value, that is a six million 
dollar return to your project. 



Another option would be to use those dedicated future tax increment to fund a bond 
today. Historically, to achieve this, the project would need to show significant 
financial strength and credit worthiness. Also, by transitioning the future value of 
the tax increment into present dollars, there is significant cost and discounting. For 
example, for this structure, it should not be expected to have a present value, even 
with a strong credit support, of much more than twenty-five percent of its value. 
Meaning, the bondable value of the long-term taxes may be roughly two and a half 
million dollars. 

I also appreciate the considerations that you are giving to further public 
development within the downtown grid. We would leave it up to your suggestion 
on whether to utilize a portion of your new tax increment to assist in that 
infrastructure and regional quality of life improvement or if you would rather utilize 
other sources for those yet to be determined improvements. 

In any case, the City is willing to employ whatever model you and your project finds 
the best fit for your needs. 

Thank you again for bringing this very exciting project to our community, 1 look 
forward to helping you achieve your goal of Making it Marion!
